At 3 A. M., Aug. r>, 1SC1, that portion of 


Aduiral Farragul'a fleet which had beta 
previously elected to paw fort* Morgan aiid 
UaliiK, aiid to attract tue Confederate 
iron 


clad Tennessee and gunlxwU In HoUli bay, 
got uuJer way and proceeded according to 
orders. As the leading veasdi got within 
rang* of Ui« gam of the fort, water and 
Ugbthouw l*U«rU«, and both aidet bad 
opened fire, Adulrat Farragut fsoended the 
nUr.Loard Ullzzen rigging (elirouiU) of the 
Hartford, t* about midway between the 
whzeu iopaod tho hammocx rail or poop 
deck of Uu ra«aeJ, The attrboard fciJo of 
the vouel faced tt* enemy's batteries, while 
1&* aafigtY'a ywsel were nearly ahead, ftud 
iriag raiikg atot 


The lato Captain Percival Drajlon, then 


ID comuuiad of lb* Hartford, and at Ihe 
wue time Admiral Farragut'ii chief of staff, 
obaerrinf Uie position of Ui« admiral ia the 
uilzzen riggiog and nearly over his head, 
and considering Ihe position a very danger- 
our on«, owing to the great liability of the 
rigging (ahroudi) lo be cut from under his 
feet or above where he was holding on with 
onahaud,vajry:quietly ordered tlio signal 
quartermaster, whose station in battle was 
uear him, 
to get a piece' of small stuff 


(imall line or rapt) and to go up arid pass it 
around the admir&Ta body aiid souio of the 
sbrouda. Tbia doty tlio .quartorrnasbii ;>er- 
formed so quietly arid gently that tbe ad- 
miral was not aware of vhat was being 
ilou» for his safaty. These details were 
given to me by my late friend Cnptaiu 
Dray ton a few hours after Lbi) gclion in 
Mobile bay ended. The gallant and la- 
mented GaptawDrajUm Uuot,alire to ver- 
ify his narrative, but it is prob'able the cool 
oM aignal-quarurmaater ia yet living, and I 
doubt not, if be be alive, that bo will ecu- 
firm what I have related. 


It ia wc-U remembered in tho navy tliat in 


1862, when Admiral Faragut ill the Hut- 
fordpautd, with a part of his then fleet, 
tbe Confederate batteries at Vickaburg, bo 
took about the aame position in the uiiuon- 
rigging of the vessel which he inbawiaenUy 
occupied in (ho action in Mpbiln Bay on tho 
morning of Aug. 0, 18G4, and that during 
the action a raking sliot or shell struck tlie 
forward part of the shrouds below tho ad- 
miral, cutting away all of them but two or 
tbree.. Had all of the shrouds been cut away 
at that tike, the admiral would almost cer- 
tainly have been knocked Into the rirer and 
browned, or on board and probably killed 
by the fall. 
It was, therefore, very natural- 


that*considerate and careful officer 
like 


Captain Dray'tbn, knowing, as we all knew, 
the adniiral'g apparant total obliviousiiess of 
bis own risks and dangers, should have kept 
a watchful ej o upon the admiral's movement 
about tho vessel while iu action.—[Hear Ad-
